"Is there no way to stop this uaUoi 
scandal ?" ;l'f there is a way, tho govern- 
ment has not yet found it out; and all 
tho laws congress has enacted protecting 
tho publ'.o domain from tho ravages 
of foreign corporations have proved a 
dead letter. It doesn't seem to have any 
more power to deal with laud-stcalers 
than it has with polygamy.
